Claims 21-23 and 3 6"^*^ rejected under 35USC1 12, second paragraph. In claim 21, "said 
gate electrode" has no antecedent; perhaps "said gate member"is intended. In claim 36, the 
relationship of the "floating gate" to a "silicon film" in claim 33 remains unclear. 

Claim 24-27,33-35 and 37-44 are allowed over the art of record.
